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Friends in 
call for a 
£ 250,000 
skate park 

A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to build a skate 
park at Willenhall Memorial 
Park, which could cost up to 
£250,000. 

The Friends of Willenhall 
Memorial Park want to 
replace the existing skate 
park, which has become one 
of the most popular attrac¬ 
tions in the community since 
opening as a temporary 
measure more than a decade 
ago. 

Dozens of youngsters 
have been involved in con¬ 
sultations over the plans in 
order to design a facility for 
both skaters and BMX 
riders. 

Willenhall South Council¬ 
lor Diane Coughlan, who is a 
member of the Friends of 
Willenhall Memorial Park 
group, said materials for the 
new skate park were being 
considered carefully. 

She said: “There’s a vast 
difference in cost between 
using steel and concrete. It 
could cost as much as 
£250,000 with concrete. 

“We want to approach the 
council for funding. They 
sold Willenhall Leisure 
Centre and we want the 
money from that sale to go 
towards this skate park. 

“We want the money from 
the closure of one leisure 
facility in the community to 
be used for another,” she 
added. 

Ramps at the current 
skate park, off Pinson Road, 
are now very worn and in 
need of replacing.

RAIL PROJECT PUT 
AT RISK BY SNUB

THE LONG-AWAITED electrification of the rail line 
between Walsall, Cannock and Rugeley is at risk after the 
West Midlands region was snubbed in a £10 billion plan of 
national projects. Walsall Council leader Mike Bird has 
called the decision “disappointing”. 

The scheme is one of a handful affected by the Government’s decision to spend more than 
40 per cent of the money in London and the south east. This means just £57 million - or 
0.6 per cent - goes to the West Midlands. 

Councillor Bird said: “It’s always disappointing when we can’t see any advancement in

Treasures are 
recovered as 
raiders hunted 

POLICE hunting two men from the West 
Midlands suspected of stealing Chinese 
treasures worth more than £2 million have 
recovered the looted ornaments. 

The men are thought to be part of a gang 
who chiselled into Durham University’s Ori¬ 
ental Museum through an outside wall on 
April 5, to grab two Chinese artefacts. It is 
believed they were stolen to order. 

Using torches, the gang made straight for 
two cabinets containing an 18th century jade 
bowl and a Dehua porcelain figurine. 

Despite making five arrests, Durham 
Police could not initially find the treasures 
and alerted ports. 

But a force spokeswoman confirmed that 
both items had been retrieved. 

Imperial 

The bowl dates from 1769 while the fig¬ 
urine is of fairies in a boat and stands about 
12in high. Both are from the Qing Dynasty, 
China’s last imperial dynasty, and their total 
value is estimated at more than £2 million. 

Detectives are also looking for two men in 
connection with the heist. They are Lee 
Wildman, also known as Jason or Lee Green, 
35, from Remington Road, Walsall and 
Adrian Stanton, 32, from West Bromwich 
Street, Walsall. 

Wildman was one of five people from the 
West Midlands who were arrested and bailed 
following the raid. 


what we believe to be a futuristic 
approach to transport. 

“The funding always tends to be down 
in the south.” 

Cannock Chase Council leader George 
Adamson warned the electrification 
project was now in jeopardy. 

The scheme, which would see an 
improved faster service with better 
trains to be offered in South Stafford¬ 
shire, is currently on a waiting list for 
funding. 

A sum of around £34.9m is needed to 
increase the speeds of trains on the line 
from 45mph to 75mph and provide for 
electrification. 

But it was one of the regional projects 
ignored in favour of increasing capacity 
between Leamington Spa and Coventry 
and making more space on the line 
through Water Orton, east of Birming¬ 
ham. 

Disastrous 

Councillor Adamson said: “This is dis¬ 
astrous for our region. To give so much 
money to the south and leave out the 
region with the second biggest popula¬ 
tion in the UK, and a highly industrial 
area at that, leaves me gob-smacked. 

“The electrification of the Rugeley line 
had been depending on that. I cannot see 
how we can go ahead without it.” 

Cannock Chase C ouncil’s backing of 
the controversial HS2 rail link was con¬ 
ditional on an upgrade of the Chase line 
to bring potential economic benefits to 
the district with reduced journey times 
and an improved frequency of four trains 
per hour. 

Other schemes snubbed were the re¬ 
opening of the Walsall-Stourbridge 
freight line and plans to increase trains’ 
speeds between Wolverhampton and 
Shrewsbury. 


A GROUP of friends devoted a day to 
walking 15 miles in aid of two charities 
which raise money for injured troops.

New rules 
encourage 
A-boards 
for firms 

COUNCILLORS in Walsall 
have changed the rules for 
business wanting to display 
advertising boards outside 
their shops. 

Businesses will no longer 
have to ask for permission to 
display advertising boards 
outside their shops. 

Existing rules stating 
firms have to apply to 
Walsall Council for permis¬ 
sion to display A-boards 
were thrown out at a 
meeting on Monday night. 

Councillor Keith Sears 
passed the motion to scrap 
the existing rules and the 
majority of councillors 
agreed without the matter 
being discussed. 

It is claimed the new 
guidelines will help firms to 
thrive while taking into con¬ 
sideration pedestrians who 
are disabled, elderly or have 
pushchairs with them. 

Police 

The rules, which also 
cover shop displays, were 
drawn up following a consul¬ 
tation with police, firms and 
other groups. It comes after 
traders in Bradford Street 
voiced anger at being told to 
take their A-boards down. 

Only one A-board will be 
allowed per premises under 
the code, which recommends 
sharing an A-board or a rota 
system where there are mul¬ 
tiple businesses on a site. 

Boards would have to be 
placed in the immediate vic¬ 
inity of the premises. They 
would have to be removed 
when firms close for the day 
or upon request by police, 
council or fire authorities. 
Swinging or rotating signs 
would not be allowed. 


Foundry boost 

WALSALL-BASED foundry 
group Chamberlin has seen 
its strongest performance in 
five years. 

The group, which runs the 
Chamberlin & Hill works in 
Chuckery Road, said it had 
seen increasing demand, 
had won new business and 
improved operations. 

It had seen a strong con¬ 
tribution from the former 
Jebron business, integrated 
with its Exidor factory in 
Cannock, saving 25 jobs. 
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Delay on plan to put brake on bus lane drivers 


NEW powers to capture motorists who flout 
the law and use bus lanes in Walsall will be 
delayed until the summer. 

Council chiefs are looking to use a camera to 
catch drivers who queue-jump and clog up routes 
designated for public transport. 

It was initially expected the approach to catch 
and fine drivers would come into force this 
spring, but it is still to get the go-ahead. The use 
of bus lane enforcement was due to be considered 
by the council’s ruling cabinet earlier this month 
but it has now been delayed until June. 


Jamie Morris, executive director for neigh¬ 
bourhood services said: “This particular matter 
will require a key decision to be made and a report 
is likely to come to the next cabinet meeting.” 

The aim of the powers is to catch motorists 
breaking the law on camera and issue fines, with 
persistent culprits brought before the courts. 
Drivers will be hit with a bill for up to £60, 
although an initial amnesty period could be in 
place before charges are enforced. 

The council will work alongside police to 
monitor such routes and regular offenders can 


then be brought before magistrates. Bus lanes 
are in operation on sections of some of the 
borough’s busiest routes including Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road, Bloxwich Road and Hatherton Road. 

Parents who block school gates with their cars 
while dropping off and picking up their children 
are also due to be targeted by the council this 
year. It follows scores of complaints about parents 
blocking up routes, school exits and people’s 
driveways. 

People who park on zig-zag lines and over 
dropped kerbs will also be targeted. 


Bid to cut queues 
on busy town route 


A MAIN route through Walsall is to be over¬ 
hauled in a bid to cut queues during peak 
times. The A461 Lichfield Road is being 
looked at by Walsall Council highways chiefs 
who are keen to reduce delays. 


Overdose 
of tablets 
caused 
death of 
a father 

A FATHER-OF-THREE 
died after taking his 
mother’s anti-depressant 
tablets, a Walsall inquest 
heard. 

Peter Philip Duce, of 
Church Road, Pelsall, had 
taken an overdose of the 
tablets after a night out in 
January, the inquest at 
Walsall Manor Hospital was 
told. 

Mr Duce’s mother Mar¬ 
garet Duce told the hearing 
that her son had been living 
with her and her husband at 
the time of his death. 

Job 

The family told the court 
that he had suffered a series 
of setbacks during 2011, 
including losing his job, 
having his house repos¬ 
sessed and having to live 
away from his partner and 
children. 

The hearing was told it 
was the drug overdose that 
caused his death. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain said he could 
not be sure that Mr Duce 
intended to kill himself, so 
recorded an open verdict. 


Around £100,000 has been 
earmarked to look at 
improvements on the route 
between the town centre 
and Brownhills.

Glyn Oliver, the council’s 
traffic and transportation 
service manager, said: “As 
part of the development of a 
network improvement sch¬ 
eme to address congestion 
along the A461 Walsall town 
centre to Shire Oak corridor, 
Walsall Council has ring- 
fenced £100,000 in 2012/13 
to undertake preparatory 
work. 

“As with any large capital 
project, a major improve¬ 
ment for the A461 transport 
corridor would take several 
years to develop and imple¬ 
ment, and would require 
funding from government 
and the council.” 

Ablewell Street work 
includes pedestrian refuge 
island, surfacing and imp¬ 
rovements on the approach 
to Pool Street island.

A VISITOR centre could be 
created at Barr Beacon 
under new plans .The Barr 
Beacon Trust and Walsall 
Council are looking at reviv¬ 
ing proposals f which will 
include a cafe and meeting 
room but it is dependent on 
securing funding.

“We are looking in the short 
to medium-term to convert 
the lodge into a visitor 
centre, put a cafe in there 
and a meeting room.” 

“We want more people 
using Barr Beacon and hope¬ 
fully even look to open it is 
an evening restaurant.” 

An initial feasibility study 
has been commissioned and 
funding sources are being 
explored. 

Market raids 
finding fakes 

ALMOST £5,000 worth of 
fake goods have been seized 
from council-run markets 
across Walsall in the last six 
months, enforcement bosses 
have revealed. 

Five raids were carried 
out by council trading stan¬ 
dards officers on stalls at 
Walsall, Bloxwich and Wil- 
lenhall between last October 
and March this year. 

Counterfeit items worth 
around £4,800 including 
Calvin Klein boxer shorts, 
Hugo Boss and Armani 
products were discovered 
and seized. 

More than 300 fake goods 
were seized in that period 
and the council has vowed to 
crack down on any traders 
selling “sub-standard” prod¬ 
ucts who then risk court 
action. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “Most of these goods 
are sub-standard and we 
need to protect our con¬ 
sumers.”

The circular layout underneath junction nine at 
Wednesbury is used by tens of thousands of drivers 
every day and is the main gateway for Ikea and Gal¬ 
lagher Retail Park. As the number of shops on the busi¬ 
ness park has increased, with the likes of Lipsy, Outfit, 
Boots and TK Maxx arriving, it is busier than ever. 

A £170,000 package of improvements, which include 
re-marking the lanes to form just two around the junc¬ 
tion, along with better pedestrian and cyclist routes 
isbeing put forward by Walsall Council.

CLINTON Cards is to open a new 
store at Walsall’s Crown Wharf Shop¬ 
ping Park by the end of May, as it 
becomes the latest chain to leave the 
high street for an alternative base 
outside the heart of the town. 

Bosses at the card seller have revealed 
they expect to launch the shop within two 
months after being informed their proposals 
could go ahead without the need for fresh 
planning permission. 

It means the Clinton branch in Park 
Street will close later in the year. 

Walsall has one of the highest rates for 
empty shops in the country with one in four 
currently unoccupied in the town centre. 

Shake-up 

Top Shop has already left Park Street and 
River Island has revealed it is looking to relo¬ 
cate to the Crown Wharf, near to the multi¬ 
million pound Tesco store. 

The council has received a £100,000 cash 
boost from the Government to tackle the 
issue of empty town centre units. 

Most of the positions at the new 9,300 sq 
ft Clinton store will be filled by staff from 
existing branches and there are no plans for 
job losses. The other Clinton shop in the Sad¬ 
dlers Centre is due to remain under the 
shake-up. 

Scott McLean, spokesman for Clinton, 
said: “Our aim is to open the new store by 
the end of May. The Park Street branch will 
be closed later in the year.”

No market revival due 
despite Tesco bid delay 


THE former Brownhills Market pitch 
will not be revived despite the revamp 
of the nearby Tesco remaining on 
hold, council bosses have said. 

The market collapsed last summer after 
private operators recruited by Walsall 
Council pulled the plug on the event. 

A new public square capable of holding 
stalls next to the High Street is planned as 
part of the multi-million transformation of 
the supermarket. 

It was anticipated work on the revamp 
would begin earlier this year. 

But Tesco recently stated although it is 
committed to the investment, there is no 
confirmed start date for the work. 

Council chiefs said there are no talks to 
bring the former market in Silver Street 
back into use in the meantime. 

Limbo 

Jo Nugent, team leader for regeneration, 
said: “There are no plans to do anything 
with the former market site until Tesco con¬ 
firms what its plans are for the supermar¬ 
ket.” 

Shopkeepers at Ravenscourt Shopping 
Centre have also been left in limbo. The 
precinct is earmarked for demolition as part 
of the supermarket plans which include a 
rebuild and expansion with two shop units 
for other retail or cafe-type use, creating 
around 150 jobs. 

Warning to Tesco 
over parking rule 

TESCO has been urged to enforce parking 
restrictions at its Walsall store. Walsall 
Council bosses claim the company is in 
breach of planning regulations as motorists 
are leaving vehicles on the 750-space car 
park for free. 

Walsall Council wants pay and display 
introduced for non-shoppers at the store. 
Although Tesco has reduced free parking 
from three to two hours the authority says it 
has not complied with the agreement. 

Planning bosses can issue a notice for 
failing to comply with planning conditions 
and the supermarket has stated it would 
look to work with the authority to resolve 
the parking issues.

A NEW £8,000 youth shelter has 
been put up in a Darlaston park in 
a bid to reduce antisocial behaviour 
in the area. 

The structure has been erected 
in George Rose Park. Money was 
collected through the Friends of 
Darlaston South Parks, Walsall 
Housing Group and West Midlands 
Police. 


The park is in the midst of a 
£300,000 revamp. It is believed the 
shelter could help to keep young¬ 
sters off the streets and reduce the 
fear of antisocial behaviour on the 
nearby Rough Hay Estate. 

Councillor Paul Bott, chairman 
of the Friends of Darlaston South 
Parks, said: “It will give teenagers 
somewhere to go.”

Mums-to-be lighting up 


ALMOST one in five pregnant 
women in Walsall smoke at 
the time they give birth, latest 
figures show. 

More than 18 per cent of expectant 
mothers are still lighting up at the 
time they deliver, according to the sta¬ 
tistics released by primary care trusts 
across the region. 

In Wolverhampton the figure is 
more than 17 per cent, while Sandwell 
and Staffordshire came out best. 

Nationally, the worst-performing 


area was Blackpool, where 30.3 per 
cent of mothers-to-be were still getting 
their nicotine fix at nine months. 

Defects 

Women who smoke run a higher risk 
of miscarriage, birth defects and still 
births than those who do not. Smokers 
are also three times more likely to have 
smaller babies. 

The latest figures, which relate to 
September, November and December 
for the financial year 2011/12, show 
that of the 913 women who were preg¬ 


nant during that time in Walsall, 165 - 
or 18.1 per cent - were smoking. 

In Wolverhampton, 148 - or 17.7 per 
cent - of the 836 expectant mums were 
still lighting up. In Dudley, there were 
990 pregnant women in the borough 
during that time, of which 168 - or 17 
per cent, were smoking. 

Sandwell fared best in the Black 
Country, with 185 of the 1,261 
mothers-to-be still smoking by the time 
they delivered, equating to 14.7 per 
cent.

“They found the other one 
wrapped in black polythene 


liners and it had a bullet 
with it.

Supt Keith Fraser, from 
Walsall police, said: “A 
member of the public 
brought a firearm into 
Bloxwich police station on 
Wednesday. “Thirty minutes 
later the same woman called 
again to report that a second 
firearm had been found. 

“Following examination 
of both firearms it has been 
found they are not viable 
weapons. The live bullet t 
was not compatible with 
either weapon. 

“It is believed the items 
are 40 to 50 years old and 
have not been fired for many 
decades.”

Walsall Council requires 
the completion of a “memor¬ 
ial application” form signed 
by the grave owner, before 
any construction work can 
be undertaken. The docum¬ 
ent renders the grave owner 
responsible for third party 
claims but provides total 
indemnity for the council. 

Upon signing the docu¬ 
ment, the grave owner cedes 
to the council the right to 
“dismantle the memorial for 
safety checks, without prior 
notice to the memorial 
mason”. It remains the 
responsibility of the grave 
owner to carry out restora¬ 
tion at his/her expense. 

I would counsel the 
bereaved against entering 
into such agreements.

Thousands try out 
the latest gadgets 


THOUSANDS flocked to the 
NEC Birmingham for the five- 
day Gadget Show Live where 
the latest home and leisure 
technology products were 
unveiled to the public. 

The hordes of gadget fans, many 
eager to get ‘hands on’ with the new 
products, were kept busy with zones 
dedicated to photography, gaming, in- 
car entertainment, music making, 
home gadgetry, outdoor pursuits and 
future technology. There were also 
product launches and lecture theatres 
where gadgets were put through their 
paces. 

Some of these products were toys for 
very rich boys (or girls) including the 
TL1 motion simulator with wrap¬ 
around 180 degree screen at an eye¬ 
watering £11,500. A three million pixel 
screen and fully adjustable seat sensi¬ 
tive to road feel complete with driving 
wheel and pedals, all of which can be 
plugged into a Windows 7 PC, make this 
the ultimate racing sim... for the price 
of a car. Just won the lottery? How 
about the £40,000 pro version? 

Anyone who has ever owned a flying 
toy will have been drooling with desire 
at the Parrot AR Drone 2.0 which can 
be controlled via an Android phone or 
tablet. Out in June, this highly manoeu- 
vrerable four-propeller flying machine 
(a quadricopter that can flip over!) 
packs onboard cameras for high-defini¬ 
tion aerial footage that can be beamed 
back to your phone instantly or 
uploaded onto YouTube. Those who 
couldn’t afford the £279.99 price tag 
were later seen mooching around the 
Flying Gadgets stall where you could 
pick up a less hi-tech copter for around 
£ 20 . 

I remain very sceptical about the 
Solowheel as the future of personal 
transport but this is certainly the small -

est most portable transportation 
device being no more than a chunky 
wheel containing an electric motor 
and a couple of footplates. It is basi¬ 
cally a unicycle without a seat or the 
handle of its rival the Segway. It does 
have a gyroscope to make the device 
‘self-balancing’, a range of 12 miles on 
a single charge and a top speed of 12 
mph. The makers say the riding tech¬ 
nique can be mastered in half an hour. 
At £1,189 a pop for the Solowheel, I 
reckon it has got some way to go before 
they become a familiar sight. And you 
can’t customise it like a scooter. 

Solowheel also had some competi¬ 
tion from motorised skates SpnKiX, 


from California, which fit over your 
shoes and can propel you to speeds of 
six to ten mph. They are currently 
available in the US for around £400. 

New York rapper and business 
mogul 50 Cent (AKA Curtis Jackson) 
is expanding his empire into high-end 
audio by launching his own range of 
headphones, which he personally 
introduced at the Gadget Show Live’s 
media and trade day. He has teamed 
up with SMS Audio to take on his LA 
rival Dr Dre whose Beats branded 
phones are bestsellers. 

Sound 

50 Cent stressed his input testing 
the phones in development and 
answered some technical questions 
from the audience, lest we think he 
was just putting his name to the 
product. He explained that after 
putting effort in at the studio to 
perfect his music, he wanted fans to 
experience the best possible sound 
reproduction. 

Also a campaigner against world 
hunger, 50 Cent said he would be 
encouraging distributors of his 
phones to contribute to his charitable 
ventures via his brand of “conscious 
capitalism”. The rap star added: “I 
grew up without money but I didn’t 
grow up hungry.” 

His range of three professionally 
tuned high-end pairs of cans include 
the £99 Street by 50 earbuds, £199 
Street by 50 over-ear headphones to 
£299 top-of-the-range wireless Sync 
by 50 which can sync up to four users 
from one source. Both of the over-ear 
sets of phones have a 40mm driver. 
When someone suggested these were 
pricey, 50 Cent said people “equate 
expense with quality.” Though an 
SMS Audio spokesperson was quick to 
add that a lower priced addition to the 
range was on the way.

A PROUD mother has become the first to give 
birth at a new specialist maternity centre in 
Walsall. 

Little Elijah Myers was welcomed into the world at 
the new midwifery-led unit in Charles Street in the 
early hours of April 5. 

The Homer Building has been transformed into a 
birthing unit to ease growing pressure on the hospital, 
which is having to accommodate more births. 

Mother Amy Myers, aged 27, of Stanley Street, Blakenall 
Heath, said it had been a “wonderful experience” to give 
birth at the new facility which has three birthing suites with 
double beds, en-suite bathrooms and birthing pools. 

Experience 

There is also a kitchen and lounge area, with music and 
TV facilities throughout the unit. 

The part-time Chuckery Primary School teacher gave 
birth at 2.18am to her new son who weighed 71b loz. 

She said: “It was a water birth. I got in the pool at 2am 
and he arrived 18 minutes later. 

“The room was lovely and tranquil. It was a wonderful 
experience.” 

She added: “The women were brilliant. They were really 
friendly. It was a completely different experience to giving 
birth at Manor Hospital where I had my first child.” 

Amy’s husband, Matthew, 27, agreed it had been a 
“calmer” environment. 

Mrs Myers, who also has a 15-month-old daughter called 
Lily-Grace, added: “Elijah’s settling in wonderfully at 
home.” 

The new unit, where up to 1,000 women a year will give 
birth, opened only days before and aims to provide a relaxed 
environment for low- risk pregnant women and their fami¬ 
lies. 

Available 

It provides a 24-hour service, seven days a week and will 
be available for any women who have had a straightforward 
pregnancy and who are at least 37 weeks pregnant. 

Karen Palmer, head of midwifery at Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust said: “It is great to share the news that our first 
baby was born in our brand new midwifery led unit. 

“We would like to offer huge congratulations to baby 
Elijah’s family and especially to mum Amy.”

History can be found 
right under your feet 


HISTORY is all around us; 
buried beneath our feet, 
sewn into the fabric of our 
buildings and landscape 
and woven into the her¬ 
itage of our towns. 

Blink, however, and you may 
miss it. 

Some of the region’s most impor¬ 
tant monuments are hidden, seem¬ 
ingly invisible, within our everyday 
surroundings. 

One such scheduled monument is 
the Lime Kilns at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

Completed in 1842, the kilns 
were in use until 1926, burning 
limestone quarried from beneath 
Dudley from nearby Castle Hill and 
Wren’s Nest. 

Mel Weatherley, museum head of 
learning, said: “Massive quantities 
of limestone was quarried during 
the Industrial Revolution, supply¬ 
ing the iron and steel industry with 
flux to separate the gangue from 
the molten ore. 

“This left the ground laced with

caverns, the most spectacular being 
Seven Sisters.” 

Impressive 28ft chimneys topped 
the shafts and kilns, belching out 
continuous plumes of smoke, 
adding to the plague of fumes which 
gave the Black Country its name. 

The kilns were filled with alter¬ 
nate layers of limestone and coal. 

Small wagons transported the 
raw materials around the top of the 
kilns and the shafts were loaded 
through doors in the base of the 
chimneys. 

A winding gin stood on top of the 
kilns and raised the raw materials 
delivered by the canal boats in the 
basin below. 

Mel said: “Quicklime and lime 
dust were dangerous to work with. 
Despite wearing gaiters for protec¬ 


tion and cloth wrapped around 
their hands and faces, many lime 
burners sustained terrible injuries 
to their eyes and skin. 

“In 1849 Lord Dudley built a hos¬ 
pital (which later became the Guest 
Hospital) for the care of lime 
workers blinded at his works. 

The industrial might of the 
region was felt the world over. 
From ornate gates created for the 
Royal House of Sian to the con¬ 
struction of the Ibi-Gawa Bridge in 
Japan - the region’s manufactur¬ 
ing industry made its mark. 

Its success lay in its geological 
wealth and the mettle of its people. 

So next time you take a stroll - 
keep your eyes peeled. The past 
surrounds you but it can slip by in 
an historical blink of the eye!

Iston Martin presents a new superstar for the carbon age 


ALL CAR manufacturers need to 
balance progress without leaving 
behind customers who love the 
current cars. 

It’s a problem for Aston Martin, a firm 
steeped in history and with an image inti¬ 
mately tied to past products: the classic 
DB5/6 is one of the world’s most famous cars 
thanks to a certain secret agent. 

But how does that help you sell a new car? 

Take in the details of this DBS Carbon 
Edition and Aston Martin has got it spot on. 

It starts with the grille and its distinctive 
shape that echoes those 50s and 60s icons. 

Sandwiching that is a carbon fibre splitter 
and LED headlights, with 21st century 
written all over them, and the choice of 
diamond-turned alloy wheels, carbon fibre 
door mirrors and rear light surrounds. 

Two unique colours - Ceramic Grey or 
Flame Orange, go through a 25-hour hand¬ 
finishing process. The DBS usually wears 
more sober shades but this vibrant paint 
draws out the sensuous curves. 

The flip-up door handles are a triumph of 
style over function; a little more awkward 
than a normal handle, but worth it for the 


looks. Pop the handle and the doors swing 
out and up. In the cabin there’s more carbon 
fibre - over the top of the dashboard while 
the lower half is finished in piano black. The 
roof lining is finished in quilted leather, so 
every surface is a visual and tactile treat. 

The DBS receives the upgraded Garmin 
sat nav system, a big improvement. These 
enhancements add to the sense of occasion 
and are the perfect appetiser to the driving 
experience. 

Magnificent 

The starting routine remains the same, 
slotting the sapphire glass oblong key into 
the centre of the dashboard, followed by a 
rapid whirr and a snarl as the magnificent 
V12 fires into life. 

Getting going requires a push of the D 
button in a Touchtronic II-equipped model, 
and the fly-off handbrake is a lovely nod to 
older Aston Martins. 

The DBS has Sport suspension mode as 
standard, so starting in default makes your 


ride comfier than you might expect. 

It’s no limousine, so you are always aware 
of the road beneath, just as you should be. 

In this mode it covers long distances with 
ease and in fine style, although you might 
need to refuel fairly regularly. 

Punching the Sport button sharpens the 
throttle response and tightens the dampers. 
A flick of the paddles controls the gearbox, 
and immediately you feel the car tighten up. 

Exercising that big VI2 is a lesson in how 
a mechanical thing can live and breathe. The 
raw figures say plenty - 191mph and 0- 
62mph in 4.3 seconds - but it feels faster. 

Carbon ceramic brakes shed the speed 
with consummate ease, allowing you to 
charge up to a bend in complete confidence. 

When you ease the DBS into that curve, 
you have the classic front-engined, rear- 
wheel drive set-up to inspire assurance. 

But this is a modern car, with two-stage 
ESP to suit the conditions, so it grips and 
communicates as well as you would hope. 

It may not be as fast as its younger rivals, 
but it’s for you to decide whether that is 
more important than the size of your grin as 
you exit a bend, rear tyres lit up and 6.0- 
litres of muscle roaring away.

IT SEEMS to me that there’s a growing fan 
base out there for SEAT, judging by the reac¬ 
tion to my test drive of the Ibiza five-door 
Sportrider. 

The 1.6 TDi CR may only be an upgrade from the 
three-door equivalent but in Dakota red it seemed to 
attract attention everywhere I went on a week-long test 
drive. 

Complete strangers were asking questions I often 
couldn’t answer about top speed, fuel consumption, price 
and C02 emissions which is unusual. 

It has to be the ‘arrow’ style body shaping from the 
Spanish brand that attracted so many. Low headlight 
and grille positioning give the sporty look with side mod¬ 
ifications adding another nice touch. 

This Ibiza really gives SEAT a lift in the ultra-compet¬ 
itive supermini sector. Produced exclusively at a state-of- 
the-art factory in Barcelona, the company claims this 
model to be a match for anything in class - and at a good 
price too. 

I remember my first drive in a SEAT and the impres¬ 
sion that this was just a cheaper Volkswagen. Well, how 
that has changed with a marked improvement in build 
quality and high levels of comfort and sporting attitude. 

Inside there’s an improved feel of quality matched to 
comfort. An attractive dash area has all the parapherna¬ 
lia you expect from a much more expensive option includ¬ 
ing Bluetooth connectivity and a navigation system if 
you want to pay extra. 

Leather 

There are sports seats which can prove a little too hard 
for some on long journeys and a host of standard items 
such as 17-inch alloys, sports suspension, rear-parking 
sensors, tinted rear windows, climate control which 
includes a refrigerated glovebox and a leather wheel and 
gear stick. 

But the Sportrider comes with much more. The things 
you would expect to have to dip into the back pocket for 
such as automatic lights and rain sensor wipers, 
dimming rear view mirror, body-coloured door handles 
and steering wheel-mounted radio controls all come as 
part of the package. 

The five-door model has a longer wheelbase and wider 
track which of course means more room inside with an 
eight per cent boost in boot space - just enough for the 
golf clubs. 

This is no flier but it does 0-62mph in 10.5 seconds and 
has a top speed of 117mph and outstanding C02 emis¬ 
sions of 112g/km. 

But what makes me think that SEAT are right on the 
button with the Sportrider is the fuel consumption 
figures. Not many cars in this sector boast combined fuel 
consumption figures of 65.7mpg. 

Competition in the sector is as tough as it gets with 
Mini, Renault Clio, Corsa, Fiesta and Yaris in the field. 
But Sportrider is up there with them and its little wonder 
that the Ibiza remains the SEAT brand’s best selling car.

JUST when you thought it was 
safe to take a look at the League 
One table... 

Those who watch the Saddlers this season 
can’t help but be annoyed. They are infuri¬ 
atingly close to being safe, to securing what 
would be another fine achievement for 
manager Dean Smith and defying the odds 
again. 

But the Saddlers continue to undermine 
their own efforts and are now just three 
points above the League One drop zone, 
writes Nick Mashiter. 

Saturday’s home defeat by Tranmere was 
a case in point as they lost a game they 
shouldn’t have. 

It’s not complacency and it’s not down to 
lack of effort. It’s just the Saddlers lack that 
final 10 per cent to turn them into a strong 
side. It’s as simple as that. It’s where they 
are. 

Defeat kept them locked in a titanic final 
battle with Wycombe and Leyton Orient 
with one of the trio doomed to the drop. 

Fears 

They should stay up - the problems 
during the first half of the season have been 
rectified and their performances aren’t the 
worry. But the fact remains Walsall are 
unlikely to get a better chance to end any 
drop fears than Saturday. It was a missed 
opportunity, Tranmere were organised but 
ordinary despite five wins from their previ¬ 
ous eight games. 

Rovers inflicted Walsall’s first home 
defeat for seven games through Andy Robin¬ 
son’s free-kick before Lee Beevers’ late red 
card added an extra dollop of frustration. 

They have been unfortunate to suffer 
back-to-back defeats, but it is a run which 
cannot continue as they suffer a wobble at 
the wrong time. 

It won’t be an easy week for the Saddlers, 
the lingering doubts and the critics will - 
rightly - add to the nerves ahead of Satur¬ 


day’s Exeter showdown. Barbs will be aimed 
in their direction after two defeats, however 
unwarranted they were. 

But the Saddlers will ignore them. They 
cannot afford to let them in.

While they won’t secure anything out¬ 
right at Exeter they will not want to go into 
the final two games against Huddersfield 
and MK Dons needing results. 


Anything other than a win for Exeter will 
see the Grecians relegated and Walsall must 
rediscover their killer instinct. 

Kevan Hurst was the chief culprit when 
he blew the Saddlers’ best opening - drag¬ 
ging wide when clean through - after just 13 
minutes while Emmanuel Ledesma’s radar 
was off as his efforts dipped over. 

Rovers went closest when Robinson’s 
first-half free-kick eluded everyone and 
bounced off the post. 

Otherwise, Walsall were in relative 
control - until the 61st minute. Andy Butler 
was clattered in the face by Robinson but 
reacted by chasing the winger down and 
clipping him on the edge of the area. There 
was a sad inevitability about the outcome as 
the former Leeds man swept the free-kick in 
for the winner. Sam Mantom and Ledesma 


fired over but the Saddlers were left count¬ 
ing the cost of Butler’s unusual rush of 
blood. 

It was rash from the usually reliable 
skipper but Smith refused to chastise his 
captain publically. The manager has never 
overly criticised his players, a sign of the 
bond they share, to keep a level hand on the 
tiller. 

He was understandably frustrated with 
Hurst’s miss but didn’t blame him and with 
three games to go those players who he has 
kept so much faith in need to repay their 
manager. But they will have to do it at 
Exeter without Beevers after he walked fol¬ 
lowing a second yellow in injury time.
